What is JustFaith? 

JustFaith offers an opportunity for parishioners to experience a spiritual journey into compassion. 
Most of us long to be a generous and compassionate people. However, the opportunities to explore 
our tradition's Catholic social teachings in a deliberate and engaging way have largely not been 
available. JustFaith, now offered in hundreds of parishes across the country, provides a lively and 
challenging format to read, view, discuss, pray, experience and be formed by the justice tradition, 
which changes lives, inspires faithful witness, and transforms the world through love and service. 

Our Catholic faith and biblical tradition extend an extraordinary invitation to each of us and to our 
faith communities to become agents of God's compassion and healing in a wounded world. The Good 
News of Christ is both a comfort and a promise for the poor and, at the same time, a call to those of us 
who are not poor to be linked with God's vision of justice and reconciliation. 

What does the JustFaith program entail? 

JustFaith involves groups of about 15 people, who meet for 30 weekly sessions, two weekend retreats 
and four Saturday immersion experiences. Overall, this adult formation process extends over eight 
months and uses the best of adult education practices, including books, videos, guest speakers, 
discussion, prayer, retreats, immersion experiences, and community building. JustFaith is a process 
that recognizes the difficulty of our call to live compassionately and provides a wide range of 
compelling resources to communicate this tradition. 

What does it cost to participate in JustFaith? 

The 13 required reading books cost approximately $145 per person and can be paid for in installments. 
Confidential scholarships are available. 

When will JustFaith meet? 

We are hoping to get started in November. We will have a planning meeting Sunday, September 21 at 
9 am in the St. Cecilia classroom to decide on a starting date and which day of each week to meet. If 
you cannot make that meeting and want to reserve a space, please call Eileen Desmond at 430-0209.

Immerse yourself in Catholic Social Justice for just eight months. These eight months will pass whether 
you take the course or not - so join us for this opportunity to grow in faith and connect to God in a 
complex and troubled world.

Reflection 

• Do we sometimes need to forgive God? 

• Is true forgiveness possible without God? 

• Are you willing to humble yourself and become obedient to God in order to be free of desires 

that injure your spiritual life? 

• Do you think forgiveness is a necessary part of love? 

The recognition of God's love thus throws light on the human condition. It is a condition of alienation 
and estrangement—from God, from others, from the world, from oneself. Yet it is not our sins but 
God's love that is basic. When this love touches us, we see how far we have been from God, others, 
world, and self, and how that distance has been overcome by God's grace. It is in this way that our 
forgiveness of others is part of our spiritual growth. It is shown that in reaching beyond the faults 
committed against us and refusing to allow them to become barriers to intimacy, but also in seeking to 
eradicate the obstacles that exist among people, between them and their world, and between them and 
their God. We forgive as we have been forgiven and we reconcile, as we have been reconciled.
